J. H. Walker’s 

Orchard 

You don’t have to go south 
to raise fruits. If you think you 
do, .go through the orchard at 
the heme of Mr. and Mrs. J. 
H. Walker, and see the., apple 
trees, crabs, plums, etc., not in 
one variety, but from four to 
eight of .each kind., and the lim¬ 
bs in some cases weighted to 
the ground with lucious fruit 
just commencing to ripen, and 
holding promise of a good h:i •• 
vest. 

Most of the stock that is 
producing successfully was pur 
chased from Saskatchewan, rn i 
is certainly doing well. Bishop 
Walker stated that several trev ■ 
from British Columbia had bc'w 
tried, but to date no success 
had been achieved in cultivating 
them, and the dead trees stood 
there as evidence of the fact. H 
may be climate or soil, but 
something seems to spell disas¬ 
ter to these B.C. trees. Many ' ? 
the trees, however, are bearing 
year after year, and in year a 
of normal weather conditions 
have fruits of exceptionally !**•• 
ge size and of a splendid flavor 
A trip through this orchard 
makes one feel that we do hm'o 
a wonderful district if we v" • 
prove on the opportunities it 
offers. 
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CO-OPERATION WOULD 
HELP 

Well folks, school is under 
way u,»aip. and in the Pubi c 
School each and every teach¬ 
er has an average enrolment v - 

12 pupils. You nearly go fiamic 
around the home with two or 
three, what would you think i i 
being locked up 5 hours a d.u> 
and five days a week with 12. 
Joyful prospects, eh what? 

What do you think could bo 
done as parents to make the 
path of pupil and teacher both 
easier. Every parent wants his 
or her child to stand first in 
their grade. Of course they can- 
rot all do that. But much could 
i c done to ensure a good clear 
pass, and a year of successful 
work for the pupils, if paren s 
would co-operate with the teach 
cr s and occasionally ask who': e 
their child is weak, and then 
do whatever possible to bolster 
up the weakness. 

Another thing. Disipline in 
the school room is of param¬ 
ount importance.llt appears that 
some pupils love to irritate and 
aggravate a teachci, and when 
in justice to herself and the 
othe\ pupils, tlu teacher punish¬ 
es the recreant pupil with a 
whippng or staying in, the par¬ 
ents of said pupil side in with 
the student, abuse the t ache • 
in the pupil’s hearing, make the 
question more difficult than ev • 
or, and fnally go to the princip¬ 
al with a long story that John¬ 
ny, Jimmie or Jane is not got- 
tng treated rght, and could she 
be changed to another room or 
another teacher, as Miss or Mi. 
So and So seem s to be this t!u«. 
and the other, and anything 
but r. good and competent 
teacher. 

We are not pointing out these 
things in an effort to uphold 
the teachers in any unfair or 
unprincipled methods. But we 
don’t think our staff lower them 
selves to any such things as 
these. But there is too much 
attention on the part of the 
paren to make the pupils v ; • 
easy, whether they get any¬ 
where or not, and not enough 
thought regarding the teach v 
side of the subject. 

The staff are anxious to me v 
the parents and discuss the pro¬ 
gress of the pupils. But, don’t 
go during school hours and ex- 
"cct a long toll tale with the 
teachers, because they haven’t 
the time to spare. If the teach¬ 
er is occupied other t 1 an teach- 
; ng for 5 minutes, that multip¬ 
lied by 41 makes the lovelv tot- 
:.l of 205 minutes, or 3 hours 
end 25 minutes of time wasted 
out of the school year, for five 
minutes talk for two people. 
Make it a point to get to schco. 
during recess or noon hour and 
4 alk then when the children are 
free. 

There is much that could ho 
done by co-operation. But it 


must be sane, cool and thought¬ 
ful co-operation, and not the 
blustery, thoughtless fault-find 
ing and complaining that s-> 
many of us resort to in the 
name of co-operation. 

Think it over folks. It's your 
school, and you are paying the 
bills. 

IT’ TOO BAI) FOLKS 

Within the past two weeks, 
we hrJve been into two orch¬ 
ards, and to see the limbs of 
fruit trees broken completely 
off the tree and strewn ar¬ 
ound on the ground, merely to 
sati fy the desire of some nel¬ 
son or persons to taste stole-u 
fruit, makes us feel a great 
deal of sympathy for the po \»lo 
who are trying to grow fruit 
and so on in our midst. 

People spend the money to 
buy the trees, take the trouble 
to plant and care for them *or 
several years, to reap a crop of 
fruits, and then just when the 
harvest is ready some hoodlums 
come along, having kept an eye 
on that particular tree too, and 
dash in grab hither and yon, 
break off the limbs, spoil three 
times as much fruit as they 
ever get, and dash away aga'n, 
feeling that they have done 
something big. What a shame. 
Mow disgraceful to civilized peo¬ 
ple, tha orchardistg need barb 
wire fence around a few trees to 
ensure their getting the fruit. 
It’s too bad that sour fruit is 
not the kind that falls to the 
lot ot the marauder, because a 
lew c.-scs ol severe cramps 
would do more than a world of 
talking to right ibis situation. 

There is little that can be 
done, except in the home, in 
xather and mother making an 
endeavor to teach the children 
respect for other’s rights the 
same as they expect to have 
their own rights protected and 
guarded. There is hardly an or- 
chardist but what would give 
young folks a generous sample 
of his wares, rather than to 
have them pillage and destroy 
his trees and spoil the efforts 
of three or four ears uvk. 
Put the shoe on the other foot 
m l see how you would like it? 

Instead of discouraging, lei; 
us see what we can do to en¬ 
courage the growth of small 
fruits in our district. 

WHY TOWN WEEKLIES 

FAIL TO SURVIVE 

In Ontario in 1903 Ontario 
had 408 weeklies and a popula¬ 
tion of t\v 0 and a half million. 
In 1932, with a population one 
million larger there are 169 
weeklies, or only one third the 
number, twenty years ago. The 
Toronto Globe in commenting on 
this says: 

“Scores of editors and capable 
newspapermen, have been forc¬ 
ed to suspend publilcaltion. 
Why? Because the liberal sys¬ 
tem of credit established in 
most of the weekly offices allow 
subscribers to run years in ar¬ 
rears, rather than force pay¬ 
ment. Some people are quite 
willing to allow them to go, for¬ 
getting the fact from week to 
week that the publisher is pay¬ 
ing cash for the newsprint, la¬ 
bor, etc., and is meeting the cur 
rent expenses, which of necess¬ 


ity arise in publishing a paper. 
In spite of these facts, the edi¬ 
tor is always expected t 0 main¬ 
tain a cheerful outlook, contin¬ 
ually stive to work and write in 
the interests of tho cc:::mu My 
in which he is located, and car¬ 
ry on as usual. Two-thirds of 
the weekly newspapers in On¬ 
tario have been unable to do 
this, and have gone out of bus¬ 
iness. Another indication of 
the stress and strain of publish¬ 
ing a newspaper dining these 
times is the large number of 
amalgamations taking place. Al¬ 
most every month two or more 
papers decide to join forces and 
try to battle it out. In most 
cases it i s a matter of survival.”
